at 1980 Gay Day Rally

This month tens of thousands of gay 
people and their friends will march up Mar- 
ket Street to San Francisco Civic Center to 
Participate in a massive celebration climax- 
ing a month of Gay Pride events. 

That climax is Gay Freedom Day (June 29), 
and the theme for this year’s March and Cel- 
ebration is ‘Liberty and Justice for All.”’ 


Despite the political sentiment of the 
parade theme, this year’s celebration will be 
exactly that — a celebration. 

“We're encouraging full participation in 
the celebratory aspects of the holiday,’’ Mor- 
ris says, ‘‘by encouraging floats and col- 
or... a true celebration." 

There will be no speakers. Instead, con- 
tinuous entertainment from the City Hall 
main stage and from a second stage across 
the plaza in front of the library. 

Participants include the Los Angeles Great 
American Yankee Band and Drill Teams. Gay 
choruses from L.A., Sacramento, and possi- 


bly Seattle will also join the march.

Although the Center and conference deal 
specifically with women-oriented health is- 
sues, men are not excluded. 

The conference fee is on a sliding scale 
($50-$100, depending on income) for two 
days, or 60 percent for one day. For further 
information about the Center or conference 
phone, (415) 397-2023. 

Later this month, the ‘'Third National Les- 
bian and Gay Health Conference” meets at 
SF State University. Sponsored in part by the 
National Gay Health Coalition, the confer- 
ence plans workshops”*on such issues as 
Sexuality in the Physically Disabled; How To 
Be Out; Lesbian Couple-Counseling; and 
Gay Rights as Civil Rights. 

The main purpose of the conference,"’ ac- 
cording to coordinator Anne Polivka, is to 
share information around lesbian and gay 
health issues, ‘because there's a lot that les- 
bian and gay health providers don’t know, 
and a lot that non-gay health providers don't 
know, either.”

lesbians, with its discussion groups. Be- 
cause women found it nearly impossible to 
adjust within the chauvinistic atmosphere of 
S.I.R., gay women's bars were a primary 
meeting ground for social support and in- 
teraction among women. 

The Tavern Guild, which grew as a 
mutual-support group for management of 
gay bars and restaurants, continues to serve 
as a buffer to prevent unionization of these 
establishments and to guard against the 
police-Mafia-type arrangements that have 
visited some other cities. 

The local parade idea began after the Rev. 
Bob Humphries of United States Missions 
had successfully initiated a similar celebra- 
tion in Los Angeles. Humpheries joined up 
with Ray Broshears in San Francisco, to pro- 
duce the city’s first gay parade in 1971. 

Later, Bill Beardemphl, founding presi- 
dent of S.I.R., guided the early parades 
through a more organized and professional 
execution, aided by Charles Morris (now 
publisher of the Sentine/) and writer Randy 
Alfred. 

Women weren't significantly involved in 
planning the early parades, and afew women 
marched. (Earlieer events frequently fea- 
tured floats with drags and bare-chested 
men.) 

The SF parade was first co-chaired by a 
woman in 1977, when Carol Hilder teamed up 
with Morris. 
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Among the scheduled speakers are Dr. 
Josette Mondanaro, talking on health strate- 
gies for the eighties; Morris Kight, on the 
history of gay health care; and Pat Norman, 
speaking on health care issues concerning 
third world lesbians and gay men. 

Three years ago, the first National Lesbian 
and Gay Health Conference attracted 100 
people to Washington, D.C. Last year’s New 
York conference drew nearly 700 people. 
“This year,’’ said Polivka, ‘‘we expect over 
one thousand.”

“The conference is for all lesbian and gay 
health workérs,"’ says® Polivka. ‘‘Mental 
health, physical health, people who work in 
traditional as well as alternative kinds of 
agencies. But mainly for any people who are 
concerned with lesbian and gay health 
needs.”’ 


San Francisco's Lavender Harmony Band 
and Rainbow Circus, the first unit of last 
year’s parade, will march again. And the 
Golden Gate Performing Arts Association of 
SF will be represented with the Gay Freedom 
Day Marching Band and Gay Men's Chorus, 
the GGPA Twirlers, GGPA Guard and the 
GGPA Rifle Drill Team. 

The first unit of the parade will step off 
June 29, at 11:00 in the morning at Market 
and Spear Street, with the last unit expected 
to turn into United Nations Plaza about 3pm. 

The celebration at parade’s end will center 
about the main City Hall stage. Invited to per- 
form are Holly Near and Friends; Nicholas, 
Glover, and Ray; Sabrosita (salsa); Alive; 
Casselberry and Dupree; Buena Vista; Mes- 
siah; The Chris Tanner Band. and ‘‘a very 
Special Guest.”’ 


Across the plaza and in contrast to the ° 


massive “‘big stage’”’ celebration, we'll find a 
smaller celebration with a carnival atmos- 
phere. Performing h here throughout the day 
will be Quattro, a men’s woodwind quartet; 
the Bay Area Women’s Quartet; a brass 
group; The San Francisco Lesbian Chorus; 
The Chrysanthemum Ragtime Band; The 
Sacramento Chorus and the Lavender Har- 
mony Band. 

Anticipatory events during the week in- 


clude fundraisers for the parade committee - 


and.a disp'ay in City Hall by the Gay History 
Project. 

If you want to start celebrating early, the 
East Bay Gay Day is Sunday, June 22, 11am - 
4 pm in Berkeley, at Ho Chi Minh Park. Berk- 
eley’s fest will be more relaxed than San 
Francisco's and — if previous Gay Days are 
any indication — it will last long into the 
evening. 

San Francisco's parade will be accessible 
from the entire Bay Area by public transpor- 
tation. From the South Bay, Greyhound has 
hourly express buses from San Jose, and 
there’s regular SP service to SF. The Penin- 
sula has, in addition, SamTrans. From the 
East Bay, take BART or AC Transit. And in 
Marin County Golden Gate Buses and Fer- 
ries will get you here from the north. Muni 
plans massive rerouting and added buses. 

The parade starts at Market and Spear 
Streets, turns up Market and then right onto 
United Nationas Plaza. 

Where’s the best place to see the parade? 
“The corner of Fifth and Market, because 
there’s so much open space,”’ says Morris, 
but the best place is from the inside of the 
parade.” 


The 1980 parade, co-chaired by Amy Four- 
nier and Bruce Goranson, has as its theme, 
“Liberty and Justice for All!’’ (See accom- 
panying news story for details.) 

Lesbian and gay groups marching will in- 
ctude the many political clubs, service 
groups, musical contingents, business as- 
sociations, discos, gay bars, religious and 
ethnic groups that have highlighted past cel- 
ebrations. 

‘‘Dress’’ for the parade is come-as-you-are, 
in contrast to the 1960's, when it was thought 
that lesbians should wear skirts and men 
should wear suits when appearing before the 
‘straight’ world. Attempts to restrict parade 
dress (such as drag) have been rejected in 
the past, as parade organizers opted for 
people to ‘‘do their own thing" in the spirit of 
freedom. 

Attendance at parades has varied from 
200-3007n the first year, to more than 300,000
